every 
bureau of the Philippine govern­ 
ment has suffered in the past six 
months since the passage of the 
law which enables the American 
civil service employe of more than 
six years’ standing to retire on a 
small pension extending over three 
years, the bureau of agriculture re­ 
ports the heaviest loss from resig­ 
nations 
and 
retirements. 
Fully 
fifty per cent of the Americans 
iii this important bureau have left 
the government service. 
Adriano Hernandez, a Filipino, 
the director of the bureau, in pub­ 
lished 
statements 
denied 
that 
these resignations 
have 
affected 
the efficiency of tile bureau. 
He 
states that for some 
time 
past 
Filipinos have been acting as as­ 
sistants to the 
Americans 
who 
have retired, thus gaining training 
to take up the work the Americans 
leave. 
Of the tw*enty-one divisions 
of the bureau, seven are now en­ 
tirely in the hands of 
Filipinos, 
while the remainder have Ameri­ 
can chiefs with Filipino subordin­ 
ates training to take their places. 
In one department—that of the 
veterinarians—the 
retirement 
cf 
Americans has caused serious in­ 
convenience. 
Rinderpest has for 
years been a dread cattle scourge 
in the islands. 
Last year saw* it 
reach a high mark of fatality just 
when American veterinarians, al­ 
ready reduced in number and crip­ 
pled in their operations 
by 
the 
small appropriation for their work, 
were beginning to tire of the ser­ 
vice and take advantage of the re­ 
tirement law. 
Unlike the 
other 
departments, 
there are few* Filipinos competent 
to take up the work of the retiring 
veterinarians. 
There is but one 
institution—the University of the 
Philippines—which teaches veter­ 
inary medicine; primitive farming 
methods in vogue throughout th 
country make private employment 
of veterinarians rare 
and 
poorly 
paid; and Filipino 
youths 
aspire 
rather to tile learned professions 
than to those w*hi< h de mand some 
thing akin to manual labor. 
So when the pinch of retiring 
veterinarians was felt, the bureau 
after exhausting the local supplv 
of competent rn* n, had to appe 
to the United States 
for 
other 
veterinarians. 
At best, these ara 
but a poor substitute for the train 
cd men who are quitting, since it 
takes them fully a year to learn 
the conditions w*ith 
which 
t h o 
have to rope in the field here. 
Among the better known Amer­ 
icans who have recently left th 
bureau are D. R. Flack, an era 
ploye of fifteen 
years* 
service 
who goes to Petr*'grad to join tilt 
staff of the 
American 
embassy 
there; John T. Zimner, entomolo 
gist, who joins the British agri 
cultural forces in Papua, and M 
M. Pa looby, a fibre expert of the 
bureau since the inauguration 
the government standardization 
hemp and kindred fibres, who re 
signed to represent in the loca 
field a New York fibre import im 
company.

This fact account^ for many 
of our difficulties in carrying out 
satisfactory road programs. On the 
one hand the scientist is inclined 
to over-eniphasize his interests in a 
manner that makes progress eco­ 
nomically impossible. On the other 
hand the practical road builder de­ 
pends too much on his skill, to the 
exclusion of fundamental scientific 
facts, and thereby fails to secure 
durable construction. 
A judicious combination of sci­ 
ence and art is needed 
to 
make 
any road program successful over 
a number of years. 
The men re­ 
sponsible for the work 
must 
In 
thoroughly 
grounded 
in 
science, 
and they must likewise 
have 
a 
comprehensive knowledge of what 
has been accomplished in a prac­ 
tical way . They must profit from 
lh** practical mistakes of others. 
The engineering schools are try­ 
ing to train men who shall have a 
lively understanding of the whole 
field; 
who 
shall 
be 
thoroughly 
grounded in the physical sciences, 
and who shall have developed suf­ 
ficient 
practical 
sense 
to 
go 
around an obstacle, if unable to go 
over it ,rather than to stand still. 
Every state that that begun a 
program of road building is call­ 
ing for a larger number of experts 
of this type. 
The University of 
Missouri, through her engineering 
school, is meeting this need, bul 
up to the present her men have 
been obliged to go out of the state 
for employment. She has furnished 
Kansas with a state highway engi­ 
neer and Illinois with three men 
heading important bureaus of the 
highway 
commission, 
besides 
a 
large number of others who are 
division and district engineers. The 
passage of the Hawes road bill may 
give these men an opportunity to 
help their own slate.

days of their production, into other 
states 
or 
foreign countries. 
The 
law does not only refer to the own­ 
ers of such mines and quarries, 
but also gees further 
and 
states 
that no manufacturer 
or 
dealer 
shall ship such goods beyond their 
own state. 
While the thirty day 
limit will protect shippers who arc 
heavily stocked up it is ominous 
that in a very short time the law 
will practically cover all products 
of such mines and quarries since 
the supply 
of 
such 
commodities 
produced before the law’ went into 
effect or beyond the limitation will 
quickly be sold and their place tak­ 
en byr products created within the 
time limit. 
’file federal law also extends to 
mills, canneries, 
workshops, 
fac­ 
tories and other manufacturing es-i 
tablishments, 
but 
child 
labor is 
given the advantage of two years 
in these industries by the minimum 
age being placed at 14 years when 
their products are offered for in­ 
terstate or foreign commerce. 
It 
is, however, limiter specified that 
children between 14 and 16 years 
employed in such mills, canneries, 
workshops, 
factories 
and 
other 
manufacturing establishments shall 
not labor over eight hours a day 
for more than six days a week or 
after 7 p. rn. or before 6 a. in., the 
latter provision 
prohibiting 
night 
work entirely for such toilers. The 
punishment for each violation of 
the act is a fine of from $200 to 
$1,000 
or 
imprisonment 
for 
not 
more than three months, or both 
fine and imprisonment. 
The federal act provides for the 
issuance of federal certificates un­ 
der which children between l l anti 
16 years can toil in the establish 
mcnts enumerated, but a state cer­ 
tificate which guarantees that such 
a toiler is over 14 years of age is 
sufficient as evidence in behalf of 
a defendant against whom a charge* 
of violating the federal child labor 
act has been brought to secure ac­ 
quittal. 
The federal act does not conflict 
with the Missouri child labor law. 
which prohibits the employment of 
boys or girls under 16 years of ag* 
in any pursuit with the exception 
of agricultural or domestic service, 
hut provides that children from 14 
to 16 years of age, if under neces­ 
sity, can toil on the strength of a 
state certificate issued to that ef­ 
fect. 
Large mail order houses lo 
outed in St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Chicago will in future have to ex­ 
ercise greater discretion iii their 
interstate trade so 'as not to ship 
goods made within thirty days b; 
manufacturers who have violated 
thq federal child labor act, if they 
care to keep out of the clutches of 
Uncle Sam. 
The federal child la­ 
bor act, however, provides that it 
docs not apply to the products ol 
any bona fide boys’ and girls’ can­ 
ning clubs recognized by the agre 
cultural departments of any state 
or that of the United States. 
Missouri mines and quarries will 
not be affected by the federal child 
Iabdr act for the reason that chilu 
labor is now unknown to these two 
industries. 
Thousands of tons ol 
Missouri lead, zinc, iron and coal 
are annually shipped 
into 
other 
states, but the Missouri child labor 
act did away with toilers under tit* 
age of 16 in mines and quarries 
over 
a 
decade ago. 
While some 
boot and shoe 
factories, 
clothing 
manufacturers and canneries which 
ship 
their 
products 
into 
other 
states employ children under 16. 
but none of this labor is under 14 
and all are working under the jur­ 
isdiction of the state authorities on 
child labor certificates. 
It is the duty of the United States 
attorney general, secretary of com­ 
merce and secretary of labor as 
members of the federal board the 
law* creates to make public from 
time to time uniform rules and reg­ 
ulations for carrying out the pro­ 
visions 
of 
the 
federal act. 
The 
United States secretary of labor is 
a u t h o r iz e d to enforce the law and 
to employ such deputies as may be 
needed to rigidly carry out all of 
ii* provisions; 
A person making a 
false statement or presenting false 
evidence in relation to anv * old 
labor certificate or application for 
one is amenable to prosecution and 
on conviction suffer the same fine 
or imprisonment provided for man* 
acturers who violate the act.

T H E C H I L D LABOR LAW. 


The federal child labor law4, which goes into effect September I, 


will without doubt be at tat lied by those interested in the working of 


Children on Hie grounds of its unconstitutionality. 
Tie r** seems ne 


escape from such a contest, although the sentiment of the people gen­ 


erally is in favor of the measure. 
In making up its mind *o enact such a law, congress was in har­ 


mony with the overwhelming Weight of American public opinion. 
The 


cotton states of the south opposed the legislation, bul all the fest of 


the country favors it. 
lf state laws can he taken as. an-index of public 


opinion, opposition to child labor in this country is well night universal. 


Only three states, New Mexico, North Carolina and Wyoming, have a 


limit for employment of children less than fourteen years of age. 


According to the census of 1910, thoro were 2,266 children und< r 


fourteen years of age employed in m infs and 15,401 between Git* ag* 


of fourteen and sixteen years. There were 22,000 children under fourth n 


years of age employed in manufacturing and mechanical occupations 


specified, and 176,IHT between fourteen and sixteen years of age who 


would be affected by the provision relating to tilt* eight hour day and 


to the prohibition of night work.

In the southern states 21,516 chil­ 


dren under sixteen are employed, 11,600 of these being under fourteen. 


Of this number 10,706 are employed in Alabama, Georgia and the two 


Carolinas, and work sixty hours a week, meaning, as a rule, eleven 


hours a day and five hours on Saturday.
